Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Norridgewock: 


A careful study of the comparative financial statement as con- 
tained herein will most certainly give a clear picture of the 
town’s financial progress during the past year. The actual re- 
duction in liabilities during that time has been $34,549.05. This 
has been accomplished by payment from taxation $15,000.00 and 
by payment from collection of old accounts and unexpended bal- 
ances $19,549.05. The remaining debt obligation of the town 
consists of $7,075.37, cemetery funds which have been used by 
the town in years gone by. It is recommended that all automo- 
bile excise tax monies collected be used in tke future for re- 
funding the remainder of these trust funds until complete pay- 
ment is made. At the present time there is on deposit or invested 
in government bonds $6,828.53, cemetery and library trust funds. 
The net unexpended balances of all accounts during the past 
year is $1,153.16. This has been accomplished in spite of the 
over-drafts in the highway accounts which were unavoidable due 
to unusual weather conditions during both the winter and sum- 
mer of 1943. 


In improving the town’s financial condition it is felt nothing 
has been sacrificed in the way of services and improvements. 
Under the various headings in the report you can readily see 
what has been accomplished, and although all plans for road im- 
provement were not carried out during 1943 due to curtailment 
of state highway funds, it is hoped our maintenance program 
will be satisfactory until such time as state highway funds will 
be available, which is not anticipated until after the present na- 
tional emergency is over. It should be remembered that in 1943 
there was available for highway work $2,500.00 in comparison 
to approximately $10,000.00 during normal times. Not only was 
the cost of labor and materials almost double that of previous 
years, but the season was unusually rainy, which caused a con- 
siderable number of serious washouts and other damage to the 
highways. s 


Our snow removal program, while far from satisfactory, was 
perhaps as well as could be furnished with the equipment avail- 
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able. Delivery is expected in the near future of a six ton, four- 
wheel drive Walters truck, complete with snowplow, subject to 
the approval of the town. This truck working with the present 
equipment should give a satisfactory snow removal program, but 
plans should be made to replace the present tractor with a new 
tractor by 1946 or 1947 if available to civilian use at that time 
by the War Production Board. 


A considerable amount of thought should be given by the cit- 
izens of Norridgewock towards plans for the post-war era, appro- 
priations should be made to set up emergency cash reserves to 
offset tax delinquency, relief expenditures and highway work. 
Cash reserves should be set up from surplusses and appropria- 
tions for the purchase of needed equipment and specific capital 
improvements such as highways, sidewalks, or public buildings. 


Splendid cooperation has been received from the Selectmen, 
the School Board and Superintendent, the Citizens and all Town 
employees. This has been greatly appreciated and it is my 
ernest hope that the manner in which I have performed my du- 
ties have in whole or in part met with your approval.

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give rea-— 
sonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifi- 
cations in some public place in the Town, or shall notify them, 
in such other ways as the Town, at its Annual Meeting directs, 
to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
Polls; and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Nor- 
ridgewock: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress of 
the schools for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1944. 


The schools have been conducted for the current year accord- 
ing to the same general plan of organization as the: previous 
year with six elementary and five secondary teachers employed. 
Considerable difficulty has been experienced in securing teachers 
as there is a serious shortage in the state, especially in the rural 
areas, and there are some towns where elementary schools have 
been unable to open and high schools are operating without a 
full staff. We have been fortunate in securing the services of 
three Cadet teachers from Farmington Normal School. The 
general plan is for a cadet teacher to teach for a semester as a 
part of her school course with classroom supervision by a repre- 
sentative of the normal school. The prospects for next year are 
not encouraging but it is hoped that we may be able to retain 
the services of a large percentage of the present group of ef- 
ficient teachers. 


Minor repairs have been made on the school building as need- 
ed but few major improvements have been attempted on account 
of the labor situation. It is very difficult, if not impossible, to 
secure many items of supplies and equipment, for example, new 
desks for both high and grade schools were ordered before school 
opened in September but have not as yet arrived. 


The enrollment in the various grades has remained high with 
the largest number in the Sub-Primary and Grade One. If quar- 
ters were available and a teacher could be secured it would be 
advisable to employ an additional grade teacher. The enroll- 
ment has, however, decreased slightly since school opened and 
somewhat improved the situation. 


The appropriations recommended for the coming year have 
been made after a careful analysis of the accounts and the re- 
sources available. Unfortunately there will be a decrease of 
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over $2,000. in the State Equalization Fund for next year and 
consequently the appropriation for the School Fund Account 
will have to be increased proportionately. The amount recom- 
mended for Special Accounts is the same as appropriated last 
year. 


In addition to the regular appropriations the School Commit- 
tee and Budget Committee recommend the establishment of a 
Post-War School Construction Fund and an appropriation of 
$2,000. as an initial start for such a fund. A new building is 
greatly needed to provide for the increased enrollment and to 
afford the type of educational facilities and opportunities that 
the pupils deserve. The notes of the Norridgewock School Dis- 
trict have been reduced to $3,000. of which $1,000. is payable in 
June, and with this reduction of notes and interest the town 
should soon be in a position to finance other school improve- 
ments. It is hoped that there may be some individual contribu- 
tions forthcoming to increase the fund and hasten the day when 
construction may be undertaken. 


In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation to the 
School Committee, Town Manager, Selectmen and all others who 
have contributed in any way to the progress of the schools.

The school continues to operate on a seven period rotating 
schedule which provides for five one hour periods daily and a 
half hour activity period which is used for assemblies, student 
government meetings, club and committee meetings. 
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The school department was most fortunate in securing the 
services of Mr. Abbott as instructor in manual arts. He is con- 
' ducting his department very efficiently. Many worthwhile and 
practical projects are being completed under his instruction. 


Mrs. Elwell, in addition to her regular teaching duties, is act- 
ing as coach of girls’ basketball and assisting in coaching the 
senior play. 


Mr. Strathern is assisting Mrs. Elwell in coaching girls’ bas- 
ketball in addition to his regular teaching duties. 


A hot lunch program is being carried on under the direction 
of Mrs. Shevlin assisted by the girls in her department. An 
average of fifty-five boys and girls in all grades are availing them- 
selves of the opportunity of securing a hot dish. 


Once again it has been necessary to function without a regu- 
lar physical education program, but opportunity to participate 
in physical activities has been provided thus far through the 
medium of football, volleyball, and basketball. We have been 
able to arrange and carry out a basketball schedule for both boys 
and girls. Seasonal activities will be carried on as the year pro- 
gresses. It is our intention to give all students an opportunity 
to participate in such activities and not confine them to the so- 
called natural athletes. Such an outlet has been provided through 
interclass games which have been carried on during the lunch 
period. I feel many students gain much, both physically and 
socially, through such games. 


Interest in the purchase of war stamps and bonds waned for a 
time during the year but has been revived. On a recent stamp 
day, nine bonds and seventy-five dollars worth of war stamps 
were purchased. : 


I have continued to enjoy this year the same noteworthy co- 
operation from teachers, parents, school officials, Mr. Merrill, 
our janitor, and friends of the school. Such cooperation is 
greatly appreciated.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


NORRIDGEWOCK — 1943 


This year more than ever personal health is a matter of vital 
importance. With the scarcity of doctors already being felt, and 
the great probability of a larger number of nurses being called 
into the service within the next few months, the health of the 
family and the community must receive most careful considera- 
tion. 


It has been proved by the many selective service rejections 
how far we have fallen below optimal health standards in the 
past. We must continue to exert ourselves to insure that the 
coming generation will be better fitted to cope with whatever 
emergencies arise. Every time defective teeth are repaired; in- 
fected tonsils are removed; a crippling condition in a child has 
been corrected; or a family has improved its nutritional stan- 
dards, a step has been taken in the right direction. 


One of the methods of finding these defects in these days of 
doctor shortage, has been through the Child Health Conferences. 
Here, children are weighed, measured and examined by a physi- 
cian. Immunizations against such diseases as diphtheria, small- 
pox and whooping cough are offered. Also, an opportunity is 
given to discuss an optimal diet with a nutritionist. In your town 
during the past year these conference were held monthly from 
May through November. There was a total attendance of 69. A 
number of defects found have already been corrected. A num- 
ber of infants and preschools were immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and smallpox. Invaluable help was given by the 
Farm Bureau which sponsored the conferences. 


In the maternity and infancy. program, health supervision and 
instructive visits have been made to fourteen expectant mothers, 
thirty-five infants and a number of preschool children. It is 
gratifying to note that during the past year more expectant 
mothers have been seeing their physicians earlier in pregnancy, 
thereby receiving more adequate care than in the past. If these 
mothers could be seen by the nurse earlier in pregnancy, much 
help could be given. The public health nurse stands ready to 
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give all possible assistance to the family by giving demonstra- 
tions in infant care, in the care of communicable diseases and 
by referring certain cases to corrective clinics. 


In the school health program, your nurse has endeavored to 
carry out approved policies in cooperation with the Board of 
Education. She has sought to develop relationships to coordi- 
nate school nursing activities with all the health forces of school, 
home and community, and to promote community health re- 
sources. Through cooperation with the superintendent and 
teachers, she has planned protective services and made available 
diagnostic services of the state. 


As your public health nurse is County Civilian Service Corps 
Health and Welfare chairman, she has made an effort to have 
health and welfare chairmen appointed in each town. It is hop- 
ed that such chairmen will serve as a nucleus for permanent 
health committees. The aims and objectives of such a commit- 
tee would be: to coordinate the health work already being done 
in the community; to survey the health needs of the community; 
to suggest health programs to meet these needs: to advise with 
the public health nurse in regard to constructive health pro- 
grams, corrective clinics and protective measures; and to in- 
crease the nurse’s service by saving her time by carrying work 
that could be assumed by a health committee. A permanent 
health committee is in the process of being formed in your town.
